Montana Wheat King’s 


The Montana wheat king’s harvest ie 
on a relatively emal scale this year 
—only 400,000 bushels or so. 

Thomas D, Campbell, head of the 
Camphell Farming Corporation, ex- 
pects the yield to be 20 to 30 per 
cent less than the 500,000. bushels 
harvested in 1047, He blames hail- 
storms. 

But in comparison, it makes the gp- 
erations of most farmers: look like 
the smallest of rice puddles. 

A fleet of 46 combines is clattering 
over the 22,500 rolling acres of 
wheat, The rest of the farm’s 45,000 
acres on southeastern Montana's 
Crow Indian reservation ia in eum- 
merfaliow. Grain poured out of the 
combine funnels is carried by a 
fleet of trucks ‘that would serve a 
good-sized mechanized army unit. 

Campbell says the dozen 25-ton 
semitrailers his shops assembled 
from army sunplus are the best grain 
hauling outfits in use Each of the 
monsters ferries 700 “bushels, .of 
wheat. Two of them will fill an 80,- 
000 pound freight car with a 10 per 
cent overload. Another innovation 
iy the lisé of six 10-ton truck tract- 
ors, converted from army half-trucks, 

‘The wheat that can’t be hand- 
led by that fleet is moved to storage 
by 28 smaller trucks owned by con- 
tract combiners, Tiwenty-six of the 
combines being used in the harvest 
are owned by the corporation. 

Campbell plans to take a govern- 
ment loan on his'entire crop this 
year, 

CULL PULLETS CLOSELY 
With the present high prices of 
feeds it becomes necesgary, for eco- 
nomical production, to. feed only the 
birds giving evidence of high pro- 
duction. 

During the “growing and rearing 
season any pullett that develops slow- 
ly or shows lack of vigor, should be 
eliminated, Such birds rarely make 
high production records, 

When transferring pullets from 
range to laying quarters every bird 
should be carefullly handled, and cuil- 
ed from the flock unless it shows po- 
tential egg laying ability. 

Small, weak, untirifty pullets, as 
well as coarse, rough, meaty-headed 
birds should be discarded, says B. F. 
Tinney, Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Charlottetown, PEI. 

Select deep, full-bodied birds, 
broad backed and broad~-breasted 
birds with clean cut head and face. 
Clean, close feathering indicates 
health and vigor, as does .also @ 
bright prominent eye and alert car- 
riage.

What To Do For 


FAINTING is a condition due to sudden failure of the action of the heart, which may be caused by 


hemorrhage or by fatigue, want of food, or a close or crowded room or by fright, dread, sudtien bad news, or by 
the sudden relief from fear or anxiety after prelonged suspense. 


The signs are: The patient turns giddy and falls; the face is pale the pulse is rapid and weak, or al- 
most imperceptible; the breathing is quick, sighing and irregular, and the skin becomes cold and clammy. 


TREATMENT :— 


1. Undo all clothing about the neck, chest and waist. 3 , 
+ 2. Ensure an abundance of fresh air; open windows and doors; keep back a crowd; remove from harmful 

gases or impure atmosphere. Re ‘ 

3. Sprinkle the face with hot and cold water alternately, and apply warmth te the pit of the stomach and 
over the heart; vigorous friction of the limbs hp wards has a stimulating effect. Smelling salts may be 
held to the nose. s ‘ ‘ 

4. If bleeding has been the cause of the condition guard against its recurrence. The wound will not bleed 
to any marked extent while the action of the heart is feeble. The wound must be carefully watched to 
be sure that bleeding does not recur when the patient begins jo regain consciousness and the heart’s 
action improves; or, if there is no wound look for signs of hemmorrhage from an internal organ. 

5. If want of nourishment has been the cause of the condition give food sparingly at first. 

6. Give no food or fluids whatever by the mouth while patient is insensible.

ACTION NEEDED---AND ‘FAST .( 

Tt was brought to our attention of the fast action 
needed on behalf of the provincial and local governing 
bodies which, if sufficient pressure is brought to bear, 
will enable an aged and infirm home to be. built near 
Wainwright. - ; , : 

Certain bodies have.been anxiously pressing for a 
home of this type to be built in the Wainwright district 
for some time. For some reason or another, t is has not 
been done. If the opportunity is seized now this could 
be arranged before winter, sets in, and the aged and in- 
firm people in this district, who are in need of such an 
institution could be assured of comfortable quarters. 

-* For some years fast, the former Park Farm, south 
of Wainwright has laid idle, and here, we believe, is one 
of the most promising sites to establish such a home. 
This farm is favored with running water, and electricity. 
Being located favorably from Wainwright, and also from 
Czar; with little expense, it. could be renovated at an. 
early date. — ’ om 

It has been learned that the Municipal District of 
Provost, which lies to the south, would also be interested 
in sharing accommodation and costs in such a scheme. 
The M.D. of Wainwright have voiced theif approval of 
establishing an eventide home in this district for some 
time. The need is very urgent. At present, those per- 
sons who are placed in such intsitutions, have to travel 
to the city and reside there. This is not the best arrange- . 
ment, as city life can become very lonely. ; 

If such.a home were operating here, friends and 
visitors would have no difficulty in reaching same for 
visitations, It would only be a matter of a half hour 
drive from Wainwright. As it is now, visitations are © 
few and far between, as it means a trip to Edmonton, 
which proves to be a costly procedure. 

The Provincial Government has been approached 
on such an undertaking as they pay 50% of the patient 
cost. At present they claim a $30,000 building is needed, 
We fail to see it. The buildings situated south of town 
would afford at least a temporary solution to the problem. 
They (the Provincial Government) now own the and and 
buildings, so all that would be needed would be a few 
strokes of the pen, and actions could start at once. 

There is one difficulty which would have to be over- 
come. This is matter of year round transportation. At 
present the road to this location leaves much to be de- 
sired. If necessary, $30,000 was spent on a road to serve 
the institution, one from Wainwright to Czar, this would 
solve the problem, besides affording all-weather travel 
between these two points. This has also been sorely 
needed for the past few years. : ; 

One argument that might be voiced against the lo- 
cating of a home at that point is the distance from com- 
munity life. This is not an argument against the estab- 
lishing of a home there; it is a point in its favor. The 
grounds are suitable, and there is ample space for flower 
gardening, and also suitable buildings, are there that 
could be turned into work or hobby shops. Both these 
features would be a welcome relief from the loneliness 
and boredom experienced in homes of the type men- 
tioned. , ; ; 

Wainwright itself would materially and financially 
benefit if such an undertaking were started here. Also 
certain relief would be assured for the ever-pressing need 
of more facilities to handle old. age persons throughout 
the province. ; “ 

The Provincial Government should be shown the 
advan of such a site, located where we have men- 
tioned.. Perhaps our elected member to the Legislature 
could bring his weight to bear on such a subject with the 
provincial authorities. What is needed though is fast 
action to insure such an undertaking being started before

How the discovery was made has 
not been entirely disclosed However, 
in 1946 a group of engirieers—employ- 
ed ‘by an exploration company which 
is a subsidiary of a United States 
owned copper conporation-—set out to 
prospect for copper for the parent 
company aed 

They didnt find copper’ But they 
chipped off chunks of an unusual ore 
which was shipped to the government 
mines bureau in Ottawa for testing. 
It was found to contain more than 50 
per cent metal, The exploration com- 
pany immediately, speeded up its 
search and located a vast area of the 
rare mineral, stretching into the 
north of Quebec ° 

By next apring ‘the company ex- 
pects to break first ground, Three 
plants will be erected to extract, re- 
fine and prepare the metal for ship- 
ment. Much of it is expected to 
reach the United States and will 
broaden tlie flow of much-needed 
American dollars to this country, 

In Quebec Premier Duplessis said 
there wotld be a $25,000,000 project 
to develop the discovery A $10,000,- 
000 railroad will be built from the 
north shore of the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence into the mineral area, A re 
finery will be (built at Sorel, Que., to 
treat the ‘ore electrolytically at a 
cost of between $12,000,000 and $15,- 
000,000. 

Whiat the engineers thought was a 
strange-appearing ore eventually will 
turn into a nationally important in- 
dustry. 

Open U.S, Beef Market 

A bonanza for Canadian cattle 
ranchers was contained in a govern- 
ment announcement last week. In 
a brief public statement, Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner told Canadian 
ranchers the United States beef mar- 
ket was theirs for the asking, 

Thus ended a beef cattle embargo 
imposed six years ago to swing the 
flow of Canadian beef cattle to the 
United Kingdom, 

The announcement means a steep 
rise in the price of beef and beef 
products on the Canadian market- 
and housewives will have to dig deep- 
er into household funds if they want 
quality steaks and roasts, 

But for cattle ranchers and farm- 
ers, the government move means 
higher prices for Canadian beef cat- 
tle. If the ranchers can supply it, 
the United States market is prepared 
to accept some 400,000 head a year at 
prices ranging 20 to 33 per cent high- 
er than on the domestic market, 

Mr. Gardiner at the same time, an- 
nounced that oats and barley now 
could be shipped to the US. in quan- 
tity. These products, too, will rise 
sharply in the face of greater demand. 

But both Washington and Chicago 
indicated last week that Canada 
would be unable to send more than 
100,000 head of cattle this year 

The Canadian announcement didn’t 
cause much stir in the United States 
but Canadian consumers already were 
protesting the high costs—effective 
recently, and calling on the govern- 
ment to ease the prices burden 

But Mr Gardiner promptly re- 


“plied: “The farmer will have to. meet 


rising costs just like anybody else.” 
The cattle embargo is off for good.

Our government at Ottawa, that 
is supposed to represent the major- 
ity of us, and to reflect our major- 
ity opinion, is disapointing us. The 
majority of us still hold to our own 
theory of freedom, There are oth- 
ers who don’t, but we ‘are still the 
majority and our government holds 
power for that reason. Our theory 
includes. the freedom to work, to earn 
and to profit and the right to enjoy 
all three, That is also the theory of 
the government that iepresents us, 
when it is not confusing itself with 
policies and methods with which we 
cannot sympathize because they 
seem to ibe undermining this belief. 

‘We thelieve, the majority of us, that 


‘iif we are allowed to use our abilities 


and to retain a reasonable measure of 
profit from our skills we will make 
the most of ourselves, both as indi- 
viduals, and as a people. The gov- 
ernment that represents us is also 
supposed to believe that incentive 
will do more for us as a nation than 
soft codling or official interference 

Yet, in a dozen ways it has remov- 
ed thig incentive that is the beating 
heart of our «ystem.. There isn’t 
much heart in a ibusiness where all 
the profits that might be used for 
development or protection, or be set 
aside to be, used as adventure capit- 
al in some undertaking of tomorrow, 
or siphoned off for others to use. How 
long will business retain its spirit of 
adveriture and enterprise when all 
the excitement of success is removed 
from it? 

Or how long will there be a spirit 
of adventure and progress in a peo- 
ple where the old are told that they 
will be looked after provided they 
do little to look after thmselves? 
How long will we progress while the 
men in the factories are denying 
the production so urgently needed, 
because their overtime pay is lange- 
ly drained off in income tax pay- 
ments, or the farmer is telling him- 
self. that all the sweat and weari- 
neas is futile for the same reason? 


Utilize Chemicals to Aid 
Crops in Nova Scotia 


KENTVILLE, NS., Aug. 20—(C 
P)—Chemicals are being used with 
some succesa in reclaiming flooded 
marshlands near here 

In 19048 heavy seas carried away 
large sections of dike near New Minas 
and flooded valuable marshtand, leav- 
ing a deposit of from 12 to 165 inches, 

The owners of the land appealed to 
the federal government for aid and 
the Dominion experimental station at 
Kentville undertook the task of re- 
claiming the land 

Areas were treated with a mixture 
of gypgum and hydrated lime in 
varying quantities. Tae plots were 
seeded with a mixture of oats and 
grass in 1946. 


The oat crops on the treated plots 


showed progressive growth while un- 
treated land gave only a scattered 
stand. 

A reporter who visited the area 
recently found the alfalifa crop should- 
der-high. Owners said the yield was 
four tons an acre,

As a result, it can be overloaded 
that there is heavy loss of seed. Usu- 
ally, this overloading is reduced by 
cutting down the ground speed of 
the combine or the rate of feeding 
the separator. This method makes 
the job of threshing a very slow one, 
Attachments have been devised by 
farmers to speed up the job. of 
threshing. One device is to cover the 
straw rack with a home-made. lip 
sieve: The lips of the sieve are 
made about 2 inches long and one 
inch wide. The lip being opened 
from % inch to 1 inch. This sieve 
.. permits the geed and chaff to fall on 
to the grain pan but retains much 
of the straw on the racks. This 
permits speeding up of the thresh- 
ing operation, To install this at- 
tachment in some machines, it is

seed. This attachment speeds up
